Hearing on adjustments in annual fees and cost recovery hourly rates 
for Hazardous Waste Generators and Hazardous Materials Handlers 
Programs for Fiscal Year 2003-04 to recover hourly rates for 
emergency responses, site mitigation oversight, and risk 
management plan reviews to allow for changes in program costs 
brought about by staffing level changes necessary to implement 
State mandated program requirements, changes in staff salaries and 
overhead rates, and the number of regulated facilities falling within 
each of the established fee categories; and to facilitate the single fee 
billing process mandated by the Unified Program (All Districts), as 
further described in the attached letter dated June 2, 2003 from the 
Fire Chief. 
 

 Opportunity was given for interested persons to address the Board.  No interested 
persons addressed the Board. 
 
 On motion of Supervisor Antonovich, seconded by Supervisor Knabe, unanimously 
carried, the Board acting as the Governing Body of the Consolidated Fire Protection 
District of Los Angeles County closed the hearing and approved the adjustment in 
annual fees and cost recovery hourly rates for hazardous waste generators and 
hazardous materials handlers for Fiscal Year 2003-04.
